. Five By Five Has Postoffice Nemesis 





The Eight By Eight Posfoffice Of 
De Luz, California Is Known 
Far And Wide For Its Midget Size

“The world’s smallest complete post 


office”’—that’s the title 


claimed by De Luz, Caif., for the eight by eight foot edifice which 


serves the families of that 


isoloted 


ranchng community in the 


mountainous San Diego county back-country. 

One of the early settlers there, a country preacher named J. H. 
Camp, established the tiny office back in 1882. The 18 pigeonholes 
for letters were locked with padlocks then, but one by one the pa- 
trons lost their keys. Today they have discarded the locks entirely, 


just lifting the weoden doors to® 


the mail boxes. People trust each 
other in De Luz. 


The post office stands at the 
side of a dirt road, not far from 
the settlement’s only other public 
building—a _ small schoolhouse. 
The most recent change was in 
1933, when W. H_ Tiffany, post- 
master at that time, erected a 
drop box at the side of the road 
so that people could post letters 
without getting out of their cars. 

In a directory of San Diego 
county publishd in 1884-1885 the 
name of the community is referred 
to as “Corral de Luz.” 


After research on early history 
of the area, the Junipero Serra 
museum gave the following details 
of its origin: 

‘The name ‘Corral de Luz,’ 








which was given to this section 
by the Spaniards, was due to an 
extensive corral built there by an 
Englishman named Luce, who 
used it for corraling his large 
band of horses, which he was pas- 
turing there, The general rule 
among the Spanisrds was to name 
every section of the country after 
its particular use or particular lo- 


therefore called 
(the corral of 


cation. It was 
‘Corral de Luz’ 
Luce).” 

The name was later shortened 
to just De Luz, as it is known to- 
day. 

Residents of De Luz are proud 
of their unique post office, and 
of the history~behind it.

operation was upon the Gelena 
division of the Chicago and 
North-Western Railway, between 
Chicago and Clinton, Iowa, Aug- 
st 28, 1864. The next line put 
in operation was the New York 
and Washington line, which was 
immediately followed by its in- 
trocuction on the Chicago and 
Rock Island, and the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Rail- 
roads in the west, and on the 
Pennsylvania Certral and the 
New York and Erie Railroads in 
the east.” 

The above service was per- 
formed in remodeled railroad 
cars; according to Mr. James E. 
White, General Superintendent 
R. M. S., “The first full Railway 
Post Office cars were built by 
the Chicago and North-Western 
Railway, on plans furnished by 
George B. Armstrong, and were 
placed in service May 1, 1867 
between Boone and _ Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, at a time when 
that Railway Post Office distrib- 
uted the overland letter mail.” 

Mr. Asa F. Bradley, under the 
direction fo Armstrong, drew 
the plans for the original cars 
and was one of the first Railway 
Postal Clerks appointed. 

The following is part of a let- 
ter to Armstrong from A. N. 
Nevely, Third Assistant Post- 
master-General,’We are also 
preparing instruction to Post- 
masters and Railway Post Of- 
fice clerks in regard to that 
branch of business—I also have 
to say that I have ignored the 
name “Traveling” Post Office 
and have adopted “United States 
Railway Post Office.”

The 2c—General Von Steuben 
—appeared on September 17, 
1930, in carmine rose and bright 
and deep carmine rose, flat plate, 
perf. 11, no wmk., and there is 
one major variety, an unperfora- 
ted one. A part perf. sheet was 
found by a clerk in Midland, 
Texas, which was returned to 
Washington and destroyed, but a 
fully unperforated pane was sold 
there to a local hotel. The hotel 
used some 70 copies and then re- 
turned the balance to be ex- 
changed for perforate copies. 
Those turned in were also sent 
to ‘Washington and _ destroyed, 
and none of those used have ever 
been found. However, another 
full pane of the wunperforated 
stamps from plate 20269 was 
found in the state of Washing- 
ton, and later put on the market 
in blocks. 

66,487,000 of the stamps were 
issued from plates 20267 to 20270 
and 20281 to 20284. 

First day covers are from New 
York City, September 17, 1930, 
and next day the stamp went on 
sale at the Agency.

On our front page of November 19, we carried an article in 
which we stated that the New York Sun, of which Mr, Bruns is 
stamp editor, had printed a statement to the effect that the Censor- 
ship authorities would consider as unpatriotic, the collection of cen- 
sor labels. A letter from Mr. Bruns calls our attention to the fact that 
it was not the Sun which had printed this statement, but another 
paper and on investigation we find that through some error on our 
part, possibly a mixup in clippings sent us, we blamed the publica- 
tion of the statement on the wrong paper for we fin: that the clip- 
ping c4me from the New York Times of which Mr. Kent B. Stiles 
is stamp editor and we therefore shift the blame to his shoulders, 
for the statement made in the article as originally published in our 
columns on November 12th. 

We make our apologies to Mr. Bruns and hope that we can avoid 
such errors in the future, It is for just such reasons that we ask all 
who send clippings to attach thereto the name and date of the paper 
or magazine from which such clippings are taken as we feel obliga- 
ted to give credit when sources are known, 


COLLECTORS CLAMOR FOR NEW LIBERIANS 

Since the publication of the feature artcle on the coming new 
Liberian Animal stamps a couple weeks ago we have had several 
letters from readers wanting to know where they can buy the set. 
As yet we have not seen them offered and we hope that Mr, Koerpel 
has not made the mistake of yelling “wolf” as it might be when the 
stamps are not to be available for some time. We are glad to give 
publicity to any such issues but if the collector public is to be trifled 
with by holding up issue for some weeks after sucn notices are re- 
leased, we would urge Mr. Koerpel to change his methods for we 
disapprove of such things. ‘ 

If this does not provide any other argument it gives us a chance 
to call attention to an apparent lack of good business practice on the 
part of the stamp dealers of America. In any other line of merchan- 
dising, storekeepers attempt to make offerings in line with the times, 
such as Fourth of July merchandise late in June and before the 
Fourth, material for other special days and events just prior to such 
events. In this way boosting sales of merchandise that ties up with 
all given dates-and events, 

Stamp dealers who want to put pep into their advertised offers 
now have a greater opportunity than has ever been offered the dealer 
in that they shduld make offerings of the stamps of all these lands 
to which our gallant troops have been moved and are fighting battles 
for freedom. 

Why not extensive offerings of stamps of the Solomon Islands, 
stamps of Burma, China, Algiers, Tunis, Egypt? When has there ever 
been a time when collectors have been more attracted to and more in- 
terested in these countries than at this present moment. Is it not 
logical to believe that offerings of these countries would attract or- 
ders from collectors whose fancy naturally will shift about the battle 
front? Any other storekeeper would take full advantage of this 
opportunity, 

Let us also have offerings of those new Liberigns, the time to 
strike is when the publicity is fresh and if Mr, Koer.el has been too 
hasty with his publicity, let this be a reminder to him that such ma- 
terial must be timed better in the future,

That man is here again. Abra- 
ham Winick, 1440 Ocean Park- 
way, Brooklyn, N. Y. would like 
to report the discovery of the 
creasiest stamp of them all. The 
variety, creased before printing, 
is very interesting and not too 
rare. Usually, this crease leaves a 
narrow, unprint path through the 
stamps, varying in width from 
1/16th to %4th of an inch, It oc- 
curs most often in U. S. revenue 
stamps. No one has even tried to 
logically explain this fact. It is 
Mr. Winick’s opinion, that this is 
due to a different texture in the 
paper used for the revenue issues. 

The patient for this week’s dia- 
gnosis is a horizontal pair of J61, 
the lc carmine rose Postage Due 
stamps of the 1917-1923 issue. 
This pair is from the upper left 
hand corner of the sheet. The up- 
per sheet..margin is about 1% 
inches wide. The left sheet margin 
is only 3gths of an inch wide, The 
right stamp of this pair is print- 
ed normally. Now to the sick 
member of this couple, the corner 
copy. There is a paper fold right 
inside the upper left corner of 
this #1 stamp of the sheet, which 
pulls over the left and top sheet 
margins, so that they cover half 
of the stamp. Thus the stamp is 
printed and perforated. When the 
fold is opencd, we first find a 
weird perforation effect—they run 
in all directions. Then we have a 
crease before printing fully one 
inch wide, very unusual to say 
the least. This would normally 
suffice, but this oddity had one 
final maneuver. As has been not- 
ed, the left margin is only %ths 
of an inche wide, so when the 
fold is closed, it causes the back 
of the sheet to protrude beyond 
the side of this corner stamp. 
Thus we find one-half of the 
stamp in its normal place on the 
sheet, three-eigths of the stamp 
an inch away in the sheet mar- 
gin, and one-eighth of the stamp 


-printed on the back of the sheet.

YOUR SUBSCRIPTION EXPIRES 


When your subscription is about to expire a postal card notice will be 
mailed you advising you of that fact. Within the next three months, 
several hundred subscriptions will expire. Many of these are those 
Subscriptions for four years that came to us in the latter part of 1938 
and the first part of 1939, thus they expire in the latter part of 1942 
and the first part of 1943. During that period in 1938-9 we received 
about $1200 in payment for four year subscriptions. 

We now ask those whose subscriptions are about to expire to 
renew for four years again or to renew their own subscription for one, 
two or three years and send a subscription for a new collector. Send 
at least a dollar bill and help meet the deficit that is showing up in 
advertising receipts by all stamp papers. We who watch these things 
have seen a steady decline in advertising patronage for stamp papers 
in the past year. It effects all of them and this deficit must be covered 
in some other manner to help survive existing present conditions. We 
do not expect these conditions to last any longer than for the duration, 
after which a steady increase in advertising will start. There are 
humerous reasons for this decrease in advertising volume and one of the 
chief reasons is exactly as stated by a dealer who wrote us on November 
18 and said: “I am all alone, all my help has gone to the draft or 
higher pay. 1 do not need extra business af this time. 1 have more 
than 1 can do.” Thus you see a situation that is true with many dealers 
While many smaller ones have themselves gone with the draft. This 
all reduces advertising volume for the papers and the papers must 


Survive. One way that you can help is to make your subscription 
renewol for four years.

I could argue with you for 
Many pages about details on 
which I differ from your stand, 
but the main thesis and main 
point of your November 12 article 
on the need for a simplified cata- 
logue is sound, valuable and 
ought to get widespread attention. 
You are perfectly right about the 
need to serve the “forgotten men” 
who are 90% of us stamp people. 
This much I do know: that if 
a group of active collectors who 
have the ear of the Scott people, 
get after them on _ theire pet 
country, the Scott folks are apt 
to run in all the specializing that 
is asked, into the catalogue, In- 
deed, it has often been done to 
please one man, as in the case of 
the strictly accidental and really 
meaningless varieties that were 
introduced into Corea some years 
ago. I told ’em not to put them 
in; but a chap in Tennessee kept 
after the Scott folks and made 
himself such a pest that they 
quieted him that way. 

As for prices—well, why does 
anyone propose to establish them 
“on the regular issues’ in “the 
same manner as at present” when 
that manner is least accurate on 
those very issues? It’s time that 
the whole price basis were put 
on the market report foundation. 
I showed how to do this, in my 
articles on statistical work on 
stamps, in Mekeel’s last spring.

STORY OF THE EDGAR 
NELTON COVERS, TALE 
OF LOVE OF PHILATELY

framed with a sigu and hung in 
theatre lobbies across Canada. 
The sign said he would pay $5 for 
every copy of “this stamp” 
brought to him on cover while 
his troupe played there, and urged 
that any other stamps be left on 
cover and brought along, It was 
signed, “The Great Nelton.” 

“Those were the days when: col- 
lectors paid little or no attention 
to ‘on cover’ items. 

“In his later years (Nelton died 
at Meriden, Conn., his birthplace, 
last February, at the age of 82), 
he became an unkempt eccentric— 
a miser—who would pocket rolls 
and sugar lumps at Childs,’ yet 
wear a $1500 diamond ring knot- 
ted in his necktie. It was always 
the same tie, too. 

“For a watch charm, he had a 
mint copy of the rare 12-pence 
black Canada (worth at least $15- 
00 cash today) framed in gold 
under glass, 

“In London he had a_ corduroy 
cost made with a huge inner poc- 
ket. He would dig down into that 
pocket and pull out rare covers 
or a eollection worth $10,000 or 
more. 

“Once Nelton asked Percy 
Doane to bring some stamps to 
his hotel, where his albums were, 
so that he might select some to 
buy. It turned out to be the Mills 
hotel on Rivington street, where 
Nelton said he could get the finest 
quarters in town for 20 cents a 
night,” and there they pored over 
a collection that Doane knew was 
worth $12,000 if it was worth a 
dime, 

“Nelton is credited with ‘find- 
ing’ the imperforate 5-cent red 
error, through a_ postal clerk, 
contact. Forty-eight sheets turned 
up, each with three errors which 
now catalogue $250 apiece. These 
all were sold to Colonel Green. 

“The Meriden juggler loved 
stamps. He would buy a bottle of 
milk for supper and spend $800 
for a single stamp.” 

The above account is reprinted 
from the Bulletin of the Associa- 
tion of South Jersey Stamp Clubs, 

Your Editors first acquaintance 
and meting with Edgar Nelton 
dates back to the time of the con- 
vention of the American Phila- 
telic Association held in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, in 1908. Nelton was 
present at this convention and 
instead of staying at the Southern 
Hotel, where the Convention was 
held, he stopped in a rooming 
house on N. Fourth Street, dp- 
proximately where the present Y. 
W. C, A. Building is now located. 
This house an old square brick, 
painted gray was run down at all 
corners and a relic of the older 
aristocracy of the neighborhood. 
Nelton had a fornt room on the 
second floor and well do I re- 
member a visit to his room where 
I with some other local collectors, 
including H. S, Adair, now dead, 
had the privilege of picking over

The first flight from San Diego, 
Calif., via AM-4 occured on Sun- 
day, November 22nd. No details 
are on hand yet, but will be given 
in a later issue. 


There were 56 pieces of col- 
lectors mail cancelled at the St. 
Louis postoffice, and about 125 
pieces cancelled at the St. Louis 
Airmail Field Postoffice ‘on the 
occassion of the inaugural flight 
between Cincinnati and St. Louis 
on AM-58 (Nov. 1, 1942.) Con- 
sequently, these covers should 
prove to be very scarce. There is 
no data yet as to the number of 
covers cancelled at Cincinnati. 


The first direct flight between 
Rock Springs, Wyo., and Boise, 
Idaho, via AM-1 took place on 
Monday, Nov, 2nd, with about 
60 covers being carried in each 
direction. In line with its present 
policy regarding the listing of di- 
rectional flights, it is only prob- 
able that the AAMS will not list 
this flight in their catalague. 
Never-the-less,. it is definite leg- 
itimate directional flight for those 
collectors who collect this type of 
covers. 


Rock Springs, Wyo., also de- 
dicated their airport on Nov. 15th. 
Covers bear a nice cachet spon- 
sored by the Chamber of Com- 
merce.
